Out of which how hee gathes 
reth for his defenſe, is a thing very ſpecially worth the 
marking. For hee doth not now gather, as the reſidue do, 
vpon the advantage that is ſuppoſed to lie in the Excep- 
tion; but out of the whole reſtraint generally: gathering, 
that the doctrine which was there delivered, did wie 
neere vnto the perfection of true Chriſtianity, that if wee 
ſhould exactly apply it vnto our liues, to make it a tule vn · 
to vs we had need to vſe ſome favorable interpretation of 
many things therein; or that wee had ſome diſpenſati

By which I truſt; it 
may ſufficienly appeare, that he reſted ſiot on that ſupps 
ſed allowance of divorcing for adultery, but (over and be 
ſides that)accounteth the reſidue of Pe prohibition of 
divorce ſo ſtreight, as that it were needfull forvs,cithertsd 
haue ſome favourable interpretation for it; or at leaſt to 


be diſpenſed with all for ſome part of it: and yet that in 
either ofthoſe his gatherings he hath one ſpeciall flip be-

but only ſo far to reſtraine that liberty of divorcing their 
wiues, as that they did it but only for adultery: not mea- 
ning to ſhew that hee would allo that liberty vnto the; 
but only that now he would ſo far reſtraine it:rhat which 
we haue to induce vs herevnto, Im only totabe it, 
and not to ſtretch it further, reſteth on two principalled- 

ſiderations : one, certaine circumſtancts oſthis 
place; the other, ſuch like in many oOthet places ofthe 
Scripture beſides. The circumſtãces of this preſent place, 
are two one, of the time; the other, ofthe perſons who 
were his Auditory at this preſent . The time was ſhortlic 
after that firſt he began to preach, having gathered manie 
of his diſciples, and done ſuch miracles, that now the peo - 
ple began to reſort apace vnto him. At which time Chriſt 
might wel thinke good ; ſo far to beare with their weake- 
nes and rudenes, as not to require (at that time) of them, 
the vttermoſt of that which rightly he might. His Audi- 
tory conſiſted on two ſorts:the common multitude ; and 
thoſe his diſciples that then were. The cõmon multitude 
we may very wel thinke to haue beene ſo rude then that 
wel his wiſdome might ſo farre forbeare them. The diſci- 
ples were of the common ſort before, & but lately come 
to Chriſt: and ſo conſequently not vnlikely to bee almoſt 
as ignorant yet, as they were before; and almoſt as much 
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wedded vnto ſuch libertie, as in the looſenes of chat time 
had growne vp among them, as the reſidue for the moſt 
part were. His Auditorie therefore conſiſting of ſuch, it 
is no abſurd thing to conceiue, chat hee meant hereby to 
preſſe them no farther than ſo and not to grant as allo w- 
ed vnto th hatſoever now hee thought good, to leaue 
out of the bounds, that ſo he named. As, w men are diſ-

and in this of being forſaken : others againe, that allo 
both of divorce and marrying therevpon for divers other 
cauſes beſides... In which extending of that libertie there 
are of thoſe that profeſſe and teach che Goſpel that maie 
welbedonbredro go dra farason rheodierfderhe — 
iſts generally are for divorce ſo very iberall, that they 
without queRiGNandingreatneedto be berrer ſhodfor 
their ſo far over rraching therein . But of this marter I 
meane not to treaterwhichwould be ſhfficient it ſelſe to 
occupie another Treatice much greater then this.
